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Nichols - the teachings of the references are not sufficient to render Claims 23, 25 and 26 
obvious over Nichols in view of Newell. Since there is no motivation or suggestion to 
modify Nichols as proposed by the Office Action, this is an improper combination of 
references, as supported by the MPEP and case law, and Claims 23, 25 and 26 are 
unobvious and patentable over Nichols in view of Newell. 



In view of the foregoing amendments and accompanying remarks, reconsideration 
of the application and allowance of all claims are respectfully requested.
